4. The closest prior art, Mitchell et al. (US 5,952,065), discloses cushioning devices 
made from flexible membranes comprising at least one thermoplastic urethane layer 
and at least one ethylene vinyl alcohol copolymer layer (EVOH). Preferred gas 
transmission rates for the membranes are less than 10 and most preferably less than 
2.0. However, the reference does not teach a polyurethane layer that itself has the 
claimed gas transmission rate. For these reasons, it is the examiner's position that the 
claimed membrane comprising a polyurethane layer of a specified gas transmission rate 
provides a novel and unobvious step over the prior art.
